Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  this  my  28th  Annual 
Report,  viz.,  that  for  the  year  1937. 

I  regret  to  say  it  will  be  the  last  I  shall  have  the  honour 
of  preparing  for  you,  as  the  onward  march  of  bureaucracy  has 
resulted  in  my  office  passing  to  a  whole  time  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  May  1st  last  of  this  year.

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( b )  Social  Conditions. 

Conditions  as  regards  employment  remained  good  during 
1937.  The  Paper  Mills  and  Engineering  works  in  Bitton  were 
in  full  swing  during  the  whole  year  a*s  were  the  Flour  Mills  at 
Warmley  and  Flock  Mills  at  Swinford.  I  regret  to  say  Messrs. 
Collins  &  Brain  who  own  the  above  mentioned  Flour  Mill,  have 
thrown  in  their  lot  with  the  Hosegood  Industries  Ltd.,  so  that 
in  a  year  or  two’s  lime  we  shall  have  the  Mill  in  your  district 
closed  down.  The  branch  business  at  Wick  has  already  been 
shut  up.  Work  in  the  Boot  Facories  has  been  irregular  with 
rather  a  downward  trend.  Many  of  your  residents  have  found 
good  employment  in  the  Aircraft  Factories  at  Filton,  Patchway, 
Yate  &  Kingswood  again  with  the  result  that  employers  in  the 
Agricultural  world  have  found  it  difficult  to  get  help,  as  they  can¬ 
not  offer  such  a  good  wage  as  these  industries  give.  The  new 
Engineering  Co.,  on  Oldland  Common  managed  to  keep  going 
but  not  without  a  struggle.

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B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Public  Health  Staff. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health— Thomas  Aubrey,  M.B.  (London). 

Public  Health  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  (also  Highway 
Surveyor)— Capt.  W.  H.  Knee.  A.R.  S  n  L,  M.I.M.  and  C.E. 

Public  Analyst— All  analyses  are  carried  out  by  arrangement 
with  Messrs.  Waterfall  and  O’Brien  as  far  as  chemical 
analyses  are  concerned.  Bacteriological  investigations  are 
done  at  the  Dept,  of  Preventive  Medicines  of  the  Bristol 
University. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Sputa,  swabs  and  blood  are  examined  by  the  Bristol 
University  at  their  Department  of  Preventative  Medicine 
under  the  supervision  of  Professor  Parry,  under  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  County  Council. 

(c)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  accidents  and  ordinary  cases  the  district  is  served  by 
St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  the  Bristol  City  &  Marine 
Ambulance  Corps.  Their  service  is  efficient  and  satisfactory. 
For  infectious  diseases  by  the  Ambulance  of  the  Mangotsfield 
and  Warmley  Joint  Hospital  Committee. 

(d)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Bitton  has  a  district  nurse  who  is  also  a  midwife.  1  here  is 
a  second  midwife  engaged  by  the  County  Council  who  lives  at 
Longwell  Green  and  assists  the  Bitton  District  Nurse  in  cases  of 
need.  The  rest  of  the  district  is  served  by  the  Kingswood  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association. 

Institutional  provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  &  Illegiti¬ 
mate  Children  &  Homeless  Children. 

The  only  accomodation  available  for  such  cases  is  that  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee’s  Institutions  at  Sod- 
bury  &  Thornbury.  and  other  places  in  the  County. 

(e)  Centres  &  Clinics. 

The  County  Council  have  a  clinic  in  Soundwell  Road  which 
is  used  for: —

(g)  Maternity  Cases — requiring  special  treatment  arc  sent 
either  to  the  General  Hospital,  the  Royal  Infirmary  or  the  Bristol 
Corporation  Hospital  at  Southmead,  which  has  been  re  organised 
and  has  been  brought  up  to  the  standard  of  a  General  Hospital, 
and  where  cases  are  received  under  an  agreement  with  the  Bristol 
Corporation  and  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council. 

(h)  Voluntary  Hospitals.  The  following  Hospitals  are  freely 
used  by  your  inhabitants. 

The  General  Hospital,  and  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Bristol, 
which  arc  now  in  process  of  amalgamation,  the  general  idea  being 
that  the  Royal  Infirmary  shall  be  utilised  for  ordinary  Medical 
and  Surgical  cases,  while  the  General  Hospital  is  to  be  reserved 
for  Maternity  cases  and  for  the  special  department.  A  very 
powerful  deep  X  ray  machine  has  recently  been  installed  at  the 
General  Hospital  in  the  X-ray  and  Radium  Department  where 
it  is  already  doing  a  great  work,  being  in  action  for  12  hours 
or  more  each  day.

C. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water. 

No  changes  of  importance  have  taken  place  during  1937  with 
respect  to  the  water  supply.  By  far  the  greatest  part  of  the 
population  draw  from  the  mains  of  the  West  Gloucestershire 
Water  Co.,  though  there  are  still  a  number  of  private  wells  and 
springs  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area.  The  West  Glouces¬ 
tershire’s  supply  is  organically  pure  but  on  the  hard  side.  I  find 
an  increasing  number  of  people  are  using  some  form  of  appara¬ 
tus  for  softening  their  supply.  While  this  is  all  to  the  good  for 
washing  and  cleaning  I  don’t  feel  quite  so  sure  about  the  water 
used  for  drinking  and  cooking.  I  think,  perhaps,  for  these 
latter  purposes  the  balance  of  evidence  is  in  favour  of  a  hard 
water  for  most  people. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

New  trunk  sewer  completed  and  a  new  sewer  in  Mangots- 
field  Rural  has  been  continued  to  the  boundary  to  meet  the  Man 
gotsfield  Urban  District  Council  Sewer. 

10  houses  have  been  newly  connected  to  the  sewer. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Brook  flowing  through  Warmley,  Oldland  and  Wills- 
bridge  to  join  the  River  Avon  has  been  kept  in  a  much  better 
condition,  and  there  have  been  far  fewer  complaints.

When  action  in  this 
direction  is  necessary  the  work  is  done  by  the  Officer  of  your 
Council,  and  a  preparation  called  Zaldercide  is  used  for  the  pur¬ 
pose.  It  has  been  found  to  be  very  effective. 

11.  Schools. 

The  Schools  are  visited  from  time  to  time  by  myself  and  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  On  any  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 
special  attention  is  giv^en  to  the  school  concerned,  as  was  done 
to  Oldland  Common  Council  and  Upton  Cheyney  School 
during  1937. 
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Weekly  returns  of  children  absent  are  made  by  the  head 
teacher  and  these  are  now  sent  straight  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  at  Gloucester,  instead  of  to  the  local  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  as  was  formerly  done. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  also  sends  a  list  of  infectious 
cases  reported  in  the  schools  to  all  practictioners  in  the  County 
each  week 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911-1928. 

There  is  a  Flock  Mill  at  Swinford  in  the  parish  of  Bitton. 

The  product  is  tested  at  intervals  of  2 — 3  months  and  has  always 
been  found  to  be  up  to  the  required  standard. 

One  of  the  Officials  at  the  Mill  complained  of  the  paltry  fines 
inflicted  in  cases  where  failure  to  wash  flock  has  been  brought 
before  the  courts — rarely  more  than  a  fine  of  40/-.  When  it  is 
considered  that  washing  and  drying  flock  adds  at  least  £2  a  ton 
to  the  cost  of  production,  one  can  realise  the  advantage  the  less 
scrupulous  manufacturers  have  over  those  who  adhere  strictly 
to  the  law. 


ELECTRIC  LIGHTING:— 

Since  my  last  report  further  extensions  have  been  made 
and  96o/o  of  the  total  available  consumers  are  nc<w  connected. 
The  supply  became  available  in  January  1932  and  by  the 
end  of  .the  year  1937,  the  consumers  numbered  2060,  and 
there  were  in  use  Cooking  Stoves  326,  Wash  Boilers  96. 
Water  H  eaters  104,  Dairy  Sterilizer,  1.

During  1937,  66  new  houses  were  built  in  your  area  mostly  by 
private  enterprise,  and  28  being  to  the  credit  of  the  Local 
Authority. 

E— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk. 

A  register  of  Milk  Producers  and  Retailers  is  kept  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  exercises  supervision  of  milk-shops  and 
dairies. 


The  animals  themselves  and  the  sheds  in  which  they  are 
housed  are  inspected  by  special  Veterinary  Officers  appointed 
by  the  County  Council.  They  also  take  samples  for  Bacterial 
content  and  Tubercule  Baccilli. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foodstuffs. 

There  are  nine  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  which  are 
regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  during  1937, 
paid  a  total  of  309  inspections.

Action  under  Food  and  Drug  (Adulteration  Act)  1938,

Regulations,  Public  Health  (Dried  Milk)  Regulations  and  Public 
Health  (Preservatives  &c.,  and  Food)  Regulations  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Police  who  exercise  supervision. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

When  necessary  this  is  carried  out  by  the  Dept,  of 
Preventative  Medicine  of  the  Bristol  University. 

(e)  Nutrition.  - 

No  steps  other  than  the  advice  given  by  the  County  Coun¬ 
cils  Health  Visitors  have  been  taken  to  instruct  people  on  the 
importance  of  adequate  nutrition. 

(f)  Shellfish. 

There  are  no  Fish  Shops  other  than  those  at  which  Fried 
Fish  is  sold  in  the  district. 

F.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

In  1937,  60  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  your 
area  (exclusive  of  Tuberculosis  which  is  dealt  with  separately). 
This  is  a  considerable  increase  on  1936,  when  only  31  cases  were 
notified. 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

20  cases  were  notified  4  of  whom  were  treated  in  Hospital, 
and  it  accounted  for  no  deaths.  In  January  there  was  1  case  on 
Oldland  Common.  In  March  there  was  one  case  at  Upton 
(  heyney,  one  at  Warmley  and  one  at  Cadbury  Heath.  In  May

one  case  was  notified  in  Longwell  Green.  In  July  there  was  one 
case  on  Oldland  Common.  In  August  three  cases  were  noti¬ 
fied  one  each  at  North  Common,  Park  Wall  and  Warmley.  In 
September  1  case  occured  at  Black  Horse.  In  October  3  cases 
were  notified,  1  each  at  North  Common,  Bitton  and  Warmley. 
In  November  there  was  one  case  at  Bitton  and  one  at  Bridgeyate. 
5  cases  were  notified  in  December,  3  at  Warmley  and  2  at 
Hanham  Green. 

Diphtheria. 

30  cases  were  notified,  of  whom  12  were  treated  in  Hospital, 
one  case  ended  fatally.  A  large  proportion  of  the  cases  were 
notified  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  In  January  there  were 
3  cases,  1  at  North  Common  and  2  at  Cadbury  Heath.  3  cases 
were  notified  in  February.  1  each  at  Warmley,  Oldland  Common 
and  Cadbury  Heath.  In  April  4  cases  occurred,  1  at  Oldland 
Common  and  3  at  Warmley.  In  June  there  was  1  case  at 
Cadbury  Heath,  and  also  one  in  the  same  district  in  July.  In 
September  1  case  was  notified  at  Upton  Cheyney,  1  at  Oldland 
Common  and  1  at  North  Common.  In  October  12  cases  oc¬ 
curred,  6  at  Oldland  Common.  2  each  at  Upton  Cheyney  and 
North  Common,  1  each  at  Cadbury  Heath  and  Park  Wall.  In 
November  2  cases  were  notified,  one  at  Oldland  Common  and 
one  at  Bridgeyate.  There  were  also  cases  in  the  neighbouring 
village  of  North  Stoke  which  is  in  the  Bathavon  Rural  District, 
from  where  the  children  attend  the  Upton  Cheyney  School. 

When  in  October  it  began  to  look  as  though  the  Oldland 
Common  Council  and  the  Upton  Cheyney  Schools  were  the 
centres  of  infection,  we  made  a  systematic  inspection  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  attending  each.  Dr.  Jones  taking  the  Upton  School  while  I 
did  those  at  Oldland  Common.  A  swab  was  taken  from  nose 
and  throat  of  every  child  in  each  school.  At  the  Oldland 
Common  School,  I  found  no  less  than  12  children  who  were 
harbouring  the  Diphtheria  Bacilli.  These  were  immediately 
excluded  and  put  under  treatment  at  home.  Dr.  Jones  likewise 
found  a  number  in  the  Upton  School  who  were  dealt  with  in  the 
same  way.  After  t  his  step  was  taken  we  had  only  one  more  case 
which  was  from  the  Oldland  Common  School.  I  he  second 
November  case  occurred  in  a  child  from  Bristol  and  who  did  not 
attend  any  school  here. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  in  necessitous  cases,  applic  ition  for 
which  should  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified.

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

4  cases  were  notified,  one  was  treated  in  hospital  and  there 
were  3  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Erysipelas. 

5  cases  were  notified  all  of  whom  were  treated  at  home  and 
there  were  no  deaths. 

Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Ophtalmia  Neonatorum 

1  case  was  notified,  the  child  was  treated  in  hospital  and  made 
a  very  good  recovery. 

Mumps. 

Hanham  Abbots  was  the  only  school  in  the  district  which 
suffered  to  any  extent  from  this  disease.  In  April  6  children  were 
excluded  for  the  malady,  in  May  17,  in  June  18  and  in  July  11. 
There  was  one  case  in  Oldland  Common  Council  School  in  July, 
and  2  cases  in  Cadbury  Heath  in  April. 

Chicken  Pox. 

The  district  was  very  free  from  this  complaint,  the  only 
school  affected  being  Oldland  Church  of  England  School  where 
11  cases  were  excluded  in  July  ani  2  in  September. 

Whooping  Cough. 

With  the  exception  of  2  cases  in  the  Infant  Dept.,  of  the 
Oldland  Common  Council  School  in  April,  all  the  schools  in  the 
district  were  free  from  this  disease  throughout  the  year. 

Measles  &  German  Measles. 

Both  these  diseases  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  No 
children  were  excluded  from  any  of  the  schools  in  your  district 
during  the  year. 
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Influenza. 

There  was  a  fairly  widespread  epidemic  of  this  disease  in  the 
first  2  months  of  1937  and  it  accounted  for  8  deaths. 

Cancer. 

18  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease,  12  male  and  G 
female.  I  his  is  a  considerable  increase  on  the  previous  year 
when  there  were  only  12  deaths  from  Cancer. 

The  work  done  by  Dr.  Todd  at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary 
on  this  disease,  and  which  I  discussed  in  my  reports  for  1929  and 
1930,  has  unfortunately  proved  a  disappointment.  Many  of  the 
cases  seemed  to  do  well  for  a  time,  some  for  as  long  as  2  or  3 
years,  but  in  every  one  that  I  have  seen,  the  disease  ultimately 
returned. 

Excellent  work  in  connection  with  this  malady  is  being  done 
at  the  new  Radiological  Dept.,  of  the  Amalgamated  Royal  Infirm¬ 
ary  and  General  Hospital  under  Miss  Wigader,  M.B.,  and  Dr. 
Brian  Adams.  Their  results  with  superficial  Cancer  taken  in  an 
early  stage  are  most  encouraging.  It  seems  possible  that  in 
time  Deep  X-ray  will  supercede  radium  as  a  means  of  dealing  with 
malignant  disease. 

Tuberculosis. 

Seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  which  5  were  Pulmonary,  2  male  and  3  female  and  2  were 
non  Pulmonary,  1  male  and  1  female.  Four  of  the  five  cases 
of  Puhnonafy  Tuberculosis  received  Hospital  treatment,  and 
both  of  the  non-Pulmonary.  The  female  non-Pulmonary  was 
a  tuberculous  abscess  of  leg,  and  the  male  abdominal  tuber¬ 
culosis.  No  deaths  were  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  which  constitutes  a  record  for  the  28  years  I  have  been 
in  office.  2  deaths  occurred  from  non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tubercu¬ 
losis  throughout  the  whole  country  has  shown  a  great  falling  off 
during  the  past  20  years,  and  with  the  aid  now  obtainable  from 
a  really  modern  X-ray  apparatus  in  the  detection  of  early  cases 
wo  have  every  reason  to  hope  for  still  better  results  in  the  future.

The  Diptheria  was  a  bad  type  “Bull  Neck”  being  a 
prominent  sympton,  and  unless  the  cases  received  an  adequate 
dose  of  serum  quite  early  they  tended  to  do  badly.  Cases 

receive  a  second  dose  of  serum  if  the  membrane  shows  no  sign 
of  separating  at  the  end  of  12  hours,  and  severe  cases  are  given 
Glucose  with  Colodial  Iodine. 

Considering  the  severe  type  of  case,  and  the  late  date  at 
which  some  were  admitted,  I  think  that  we  were  fortunate  to 
escape  with  only  5  deaths.  One  girl  was  so  bad  on  admission 
that  she  died  the  same  day.

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The  Scarlet  Fever  was  also  a  bad  type  giving  rise  to 
numerous  complications,  the  chief  of  which  were  Nephritis, 
Otitis  Mastoiditis  and  Enlarged  Cervical  Glands. 

Serum  is  used  for  cases  which  look  like  being  severe. 
Prontosil  and  Proseptisene  were  also  given  a  trial,  but  we  were 
not  impressed  by  the  result  obtained  by  the  use  of  these  remedies 
in  Scarlet  Fever. 

In  the  case  of  Erysipelas  the  results  obtained  by  the 
use  of  Prontosil  and  Proseptisene  were  very  striking.  The 
Febrile  stage  and  the  period  of  convalesence  being  shortened. 
Five  cases  were  transferred  to  Ham  Green  Hospital  under  our 
agreement  with  the  Bristol  Corporation  for  operations.

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  developed  Peritonitis  was 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Department  of  the  Bristol  General  Hospital 
where  he  unfortunately  died. 

One  case  from  Stoke  Park  Colony  had  to  be  sent  back  as 
we  found  it  impossible  to  control  him,  although  we  engaged 
special  male  attendants  for  day  and  night  duty.  He  was  a  very 
low  grade  mental  deficient  and  should  never  have  been  sent  to  us. 

The  scheme  for  re-building  the  Hospital  mentioned  in  my 
report  for  1936  remains  in  abeyance,  as  the  County  Council  for 
Gloucestershire  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  as  yet  been 
unable  to  come  to  an  agreement  for  re-organisation  of  the  In¬ 
fectious  Hospital  in  the  County.
